limit  the  production  of  soap  substitutes, 
to  prevent  the  sale  of  many  worthless 
titutes  now  being  offered  to  the  public. 
Order  states,  however,  that  in  granting 
ence  to  label  any  soap  substitute,  the 
stry  does  not  assume  responsibility  for 
quality  or  fitness  of  the  product  for  any 


particular  purpose.  The  Order  does  not 
apply  to  the  sale  of  such  substances  as 
washing  soda,  ammonia,  or  benzine,  sold 
under  their  ordinary  trade  names  and  des- 
scriptions.  The  Order  does  not  prevent 
retailers  from  selling  existing  stocks  not 
bearing  an  approved  label,  and  it  is  the  in- 
tention of  the  Ministry  to  allow  a  reasonable 
period  for  the  disposal  of  such  stocks. 
Applications  for  licences  should  be  made  to 
the  Ministry  of  Food,  Oils  and  Fats 
Division,  Colwyn  Bay.

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Public  Pharmacists'   Members'  Night. — 

The  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  held  its 
"Members'  Night"  on  April  29,  when  short 
papers  wete  read  by  Mr.  J.  Moore  on  "  Post- 
war Planning";  by  Mr.  C.  H.  Sykes  on 
"Pharmacist  or  Citizen?";  by  Miss  M.  C. 
Islip  on  "The  Pharmacist  in  Embryo,"  and 
by  Messrs.  F.  G.  Fleming  and  Mr.  S.  F. 
Izzard  on  "The  Contribution  of  Pharmacy 
to  the  War  Effort."  Discussion  followed, 
and  after  the  meeting  refreshments  were 
served. 

In  the  Courts. — At  Dunfermline  Sheriff 
Court,  on  May  3,  Thomas  C.  Hyslop, 
M.P.S.,  Cowdenbeath,  'Fife,  was  sent  to 
prison  for  six  months  when  he  pleaded  guilty 
to  having  refused  to  do  part-time  civil 
defence  duty.  Having  been  conditionally 
registered  as  a  conscientious  objector,  he 
failed  to  comply  with  the  condition  during 
the  period  between  July  1,  1942,  and  March 
31,  1943.  The  Procurator-Fiscal  said  that 
accused  had  refused  to  do  firewatching  and 
other  duties.  Hyslop  said  that  he  had 
offered  his  services  to  a  local  hospital  and 
to  the  medical  officer  of  health,  but  he  was 
told  his  services  were  not  required.  Civil 
defence,  he  added,  was  a  form  of  war 
service. 

Chemists'  Shops  in  the  Future. — Members 
of  the  Plymouth  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  were  addressed  on  April  28 
by  the  Society's  secretary  (Mr.  Hugh  N. 
Linstead,  M.P.)  on  "The  Future  of  the 
Chemist's  Shop."  He  warned  his  hearers 
that  great  changes  were  to  be  expected  as  a 
result  of  the  Beveridge  Report.  If  a  general 
medical  service  came  into  operation  for  the 
whole  country,  within  a  period  of  probably 
twenty  or  thirty  years  the  private  practice 
of  doctors  would  disappear,  and  with  it  the 
private  dispensary.  If  the  suggested  group- 
ing of  doctors  at  health  centres  came  about, 
no  doubt  certain  equipment  would  be 
attached  to  the  centres  to  assist  diagnosis, 
and  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  whether 
dispensaries  would  also  be  attached.  Mr. 
Linstead  said  that  pharmacy  was  presented 
with  an  opportunity.  Could  pharmacists 
rise  to  it?  Could  they  say  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  that  here  was  a  working  service 
dealing  with  sixty-five  million  prescriptions 
a  year  which  was  prepared  to  take  over  the 
responsibility  of  dealing  with  120  million 
prescriptions  a  year  under  a  general  medical 
service?  There  was  a  moral  rather  than  a 
purely  economic  issue'  to  be  considered,  he 
thought,  and  if  they  were  to  get  something 
like  twice  the  amount  of  National  Health 
Insurance  dispensing  they  must  be  prepared 


to  offer  something  more  than  a  m 
economic  service  to  the  public.  They  m 
be  more  critical  of  patent  medicines  a 
refuse  to  handle  stuff  that  they  knew  \ 
mere  junk.  They  must  also  be  prepa: 
to  give  a  twenty-four  hours'  service  in 
big  towns,  and  possibly  provide  a  delivi 
service.  If  pharmacy  could  rise  to  1 
occasion  their  calling,  he  thought,  mi; 
become  much  more  worth  while  to  • 
craftsman.  "

North  Down  Chemists'  Association. — A 
meeting  of  the  North  Down  Chemists'

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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Currency  Plans 

Your  readers  will  benefit  by  your  lucid 
exposition  of 'the  British  currency  plan  (p. 
457),  a  plan  which,  like  its  American 
counterpart,  is  a  notable  contribution  to  a 
problem  destined  to  affect  the  interests  of 
all  of  us.  In  passing  I  venture  to  emphasise 
the  wide  scope  of  the  problem ;  for  it  often 
happens  that  in  reading  the  pronouncements 
of  experts  one  senses  a  barrier  between 
their  minds  and  that  of  the  average  citizen 
— a  person  who  wishes  t<a  be  informed  but 
cannot  easily  grasp  the  novel  concepts  put 
forward.  This  difficulty  arises  partly  from 
the  language  used  by  .those  who  have 
specialised  in  particular  subjects;  and 
expert  diction,  it  is  to  be  feared,  sometimes 
suggests  a  certain  impatience  with  the  slow 
processes  of  thought  imputed  to  those  who 
are  addressed.  In  a  recent  article  in  "The 
Times,"  brilliantly  discussing  currency  and 
food  problems,  Colonel  Walter  Elliot  wrote  : 
"The  conception  of  the  planners  that  all 
the  most  important  things  in  the  world  can 
be  withdrawn  from  .  .  .  discussion,  and 
interference,  by  the  man  in  the  street  is 
one  which  has  never  been  borne  out  in 
practice.  Yet  it  unweariedly  recurs."  The 
fact  is  that  plans  of  this  nature,  if  they  are 
to  become  "practical  politics,"  must  be 
rendered  intelligible  to  those  who  are  to 
share  in  working  them.  For  that  reason  we 
owe  it  to  ourselves,  as  well  as  to  our  neigh- 
bours (in  the  widest  sense  of  that  word), 
to  gain  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  any  scheme 
as  far-reaching  as  that  outlined  in  your 
editorial  article. 

Adjustments 

Some  of  the  adjustments  likely  to  be 
necessary  in  international  post-war  trading 
will  not  be  easy.  The  West  Coast  of  Africa, 
Colonel  Elliot  remarks,  would  be  glad  to 
buy  Argentine  beef,  but  lacks  the  refrigera- 
ting machinery,  pots  and  pans  and  so  forth, 
to  tackle  the  job ;  nor  does  Argentine  want 
corresponding  stocks  of  groundnuts,  palm 
oil  and  similar  produce  in  return.  Again, 
the  Balkans  would  like  roads,  bridges,  town 
halls  and  other  amenities,  but  cannot  raise 
the  interest  on  the  requisite  loans.  As  to  the 
suggestion  that  exports  of  Balkan  copper 
might  be  a  solution  there,  "ask  Northern 
Rhodesia  what  is  going  to  happen  to  the 
copper  belt  in  Central  Africa  if  copper  is 
driven  out  upon  the  world  market  by 
European  sellers.  ..."  Another  aspect  of 
the  problem  is  the  wide  differences  in 


standards  of  living:  "probably  half  of  t 
international  investments,  so-called,  ma 
by    the    creditor    countries,    or,  rath 
by  individuals  in  those  countries  [in  t 
nineteenth  century],  ended  up  simply  as 
subsidy  for  raising  the  standard  of  livi 
in  the  debtor  countries."   Such  considei 
tions  amount  to  this :  that  the  schemes 
experts  need  translation  into  practical  ten  i 
by  practical  men,  and  due  discussion,  bef( 
they  can  be  accepted.  With  this  princi] 
firmly  in  mind  we  can  look  forward  to  ;  j 
world  where  planning  will  be  comprehensi  i 
without   being   doctrinaire,    and   will  .  < 
human  without  being  slipshod. 

Illegible  Writing

The  outlook  here 
improving,  for  a  growing  number  of  autho 
are  having  recourse,  like  journalists,  to  tl 
typewriter.    ^The  practice  of  Mr.  Georj 
Bernard  Shaw,  who  is  understood  to  wri' 
in  shorthand,  leaving  his  secretary  to  trai 
scribe,  is  exceptional,  and  not  to  be  recon 
mended  for  general  adoption.  It  would  ten 
to  replace  one  illegibility  by  another.  Med 
cal  practitioners  would  be  well  advised  1 
make  use  of  a  typewriter.

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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Food  and  Drugs  Act. — At  Sunderland, 
recently,  Mrs.  Hilda  May  Whittaker,  Faw- 
cett  Street,  was  summoned  for  selling  a 
"sweetened  lemon-flavoured  cordial"  with 
a  false  warranty.  Mr.  R.  Heron,  prosecuting, 
said  that  while  it  could  not  be  expected 
that  pre-war  Standards  could  be  maintained 
in  these  days,  the  public  had  a  right  to 
expect  a  genuine  attempt  by  manufac- 
turers to  produce  as  good  an  article  as 
possible.  Bottles  .  of  the  cordial  sold  by 
defendant  contained  93-75  per  cent,  of  water. 
The  only  sweetening  it  contained  was  0-02 
per  cent,  of  saccharin.  The  definition  of  a 
cordial  generally  accepted  was  "a  medicine, 
food  or  beverage  which  invigorates  the  heart 
or  stimulates  circulation ;  aromatic  and 
sweetened  spirits  used  as  a  beverage."  The 
essence  of  a  cordial  is  that  it  is  a  sweetened 
drink — and  that  sweetening  must  consist  of 
sugar,  not  saccharin.  Sugar  has  a  heat 
value,  and  the  only  real  food  value,  apart 
from  the  energising  value  of  fruit  juices,  in 
cordials ;  saccharin  has  no  heat  value  what- 
ever. 

Following  evidence  by  the  borough  ana- 
lyst on  the  composition  of  the  cordial,  Mr. 
Morton,  who  appeared  for  the  defendant, 
submitted  that  in  the  Divisional  Court 
recently  (C.  &  D.,  April  10,  p.  368)  three 
judges  held,  in  a  case  relating  to  a  cordial, 
that  the  evidence  of  an 'analyst  alone,  as 
to  what  was  demanded  by  the  public  when 
a  particular  substance  was  asked  for,  was 
not  sufficient  evidence  when  challenged, 
and  that  evidence  either  from  the  trade  or 
from  members  of  the  public  should  be 
adduced.  He  submitted  that  on  those 
grounds  the  prosecution  had  failed  to  estab- 
lish a  case.  On  the  advice  of  the  magis- 
trate's clerk,  the  case  was  adjourned  to 
allow  consideration  of  this  point.

The  chief  factors 
interest  the  chemist  in  the  situation 
aged  are  cost  price,  purchase  tax  and 
g  price.  Many  considerations  may  enter 
the  cost  price  to.  the  retailer  (quantity 
pt,  whether  any  display  is  being  given, 
[to  cause  variations  in  cost  to 'different 
ers,  so  that  the  assistance  we  can  offer 
jiited  to  including  a  basic  figure  in  the 
I  The  figure  given  under  the  heading 
de  price  per  dozen"  is  normally  the 


price  for  quantities  of  one  dozen,  as  supplied 
to  chemists.  In  the  remaining  instances, 
except  for  items  specially  indicated,  it  is 
the  "notional"  wholesale  price  accepted  by 
the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  as  the 
figure  on  which  purchase  tax  is  chargeable, 
whether  the  product  is  bought  singly  or 
by  the  gross.  Without  such  a  notional 
wholesale  price  it  would  be  evident  that, 
if  one  requirement  of  the  Prices  of  Goods 
Act  (no  greater  profit,  in  actual  amount, 
than  pre-war)  were  not  to  be  infringed,  the 
large  buyer  would  be  underselling  the  small. 

Alphabetical  Arrangement 

The  name  of  the  maker  of  the  goods 
received  is  not  of  immediate  interest  to  the 
person  checking  off  the  goods,  and  for  this 
reason  it  has  been  omitted  unless  the  pro- 
duct cannot  be  identified  without  it.  Thus 
a  preparation  such  as  Pott's  Infants'  Friend 
should  be  looked  for  under  "Infants' 
Friend,"  because  that  title  is  enough  to 
identify  the  product,  but  Holloway's  pills, 
should  be  looked  for  under  H  and  not 
under  P,  for  the  word  "pills"  is  insufficient 
identification.  This  method  has  been 
adopted  as  the  most  economical  of  paper, 
though  it  is  realised  that  the  name  of 
the  proprietor  has  a  varying  importance, 
and  that  it  may  have  been  omitted  from 
titles  of  which  some  sellers  would  regard  it 
as  an  indispensable  part.  A  similar  draw- 
back must,  however,  apply  to  any  procedure 
rigidly  followed :  the  only  alternative  is  a 
system  of  cross-references  which  would 
again  be  expensive  of  paper. 

The  Retail  Figure 

On  the  basis  of  the  notional  wholesale 
price  and  fixed  purchase-tax  percentage,  a 
retail  price  figure  can'be  given  for  all  items, 
and  in  the  vast  majority  of  instances  the 
retailer  can  accept  the  figure  given  as  fixed. 
Particularly  is  this  the  case  with  goods 
included  in  the  protected  list  of  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association :  all  of 
these  the  retailer  is  bound  to  sell  at  the 
figure  given.  To  identify  P.A.T.A.  items  we 
must  refer  pharmacists  to  the  Association's 
own  list,  issued  to  its  members.  There  are 
two  possible  exceptions  to  the  fixed  nature 
of  the  retail  price  in  the  C.&  D.  list.  These 
we  feel  compelled  to  mention,  lest  any 
retailer  should  unwittingly  offend  against 
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the  Prices  of  Goods  Acts  by  too  slavish 
adherence  to  the  list.  There  may  be,  in  the 
first  place^  (though  we  are  not  aware  that 
there  are),  goods  still  charged  with  purchase 
tax  on  the  actual  price  quoted  by  the 
manufacturer,  and  not  on  a  "notional" 
value.  In  such  case  the  retailer  is  compelled 
by  Statute  to  modify  his  retail  price  if  he 
buys  at  more  favourable  terms  than  those 
indicated.  The  method  of  computation  is 
dependent  on  adding  the  actual  amount 
of  pre-war  profit  to  the  wholesale  price  and 
tax.  No  profit  may  be  made  on  the  tax, 
and  it  is  not  permitted  to  add  profit  at  the 
same  percentage  as  pre-war  if  this  results 
in  a  higher  actual  profit  figure.  The  other 
exception  is  where  many  items  are  bought 
from  one  wholesaler,  and  the  tax  is  calcu- 
lated by  percentage  of  the  total.  This  may 
result  in  minor  variations  for  particular 
items,  but  does  not  affect  the  validity  of 
the  C.  &>  D.  figure  for  a  single  transaction. 

Proprietary  items  which  are  not  to  be 
'found  in  the  List  include  Schedule  IV  and 
D.D.A.  preparations;  anaesthetics  and  cer- 
tain other  drugs  never  sold  direct  to 
customers ;  veterinary  medicines ;  foods 
(as  such) ;  toilet  soaps ;  and  any  items 
notified  as  being  "out  of  stock  for  the 
duration  of  the  war."  Owing  to  paper 
shortage,  series  of  standard  medicinal 
preparations  issued  under  brand  names  are 
also  omitted.  The  remainder  of  the  list 
will  follow  in  weekly  instalments. 

Oranges  and  Lemons 

It  is  true  that  specimens  of  these  "rare 
and  refreshing  fruits"  are  seen  from  time 
to  time  in  this  country  (usually  they  are 
auctioned  for  the  benefit  of  the  Red  Cross), 
and,  judging  from  an  occasional  appearance 
of  a  jar  of  marmalade  on  the  breakfast 
table,  manufacturers  of  this  welcome  addi- 
tion to  the  frugal  morning  meal  also  receive 
periodical  supplies.  It  is  no  doubt  for  the 
benefit  of  the  employees  in  the  marmalade- 
making  industry,  if  such  it  can  now  be 
called,  that  the  Factory  Department  of 
the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Ser- 
vice has  issued  an  Official  Cautionary 
Notice  measuring  13!  in.  by  17  in. 

But  we  think  it  is  the  subject-matter 
that  will  chiefly  interest  chemists  (unless 


they  have  added  marmalade-making  1 
their  business).  The  Notice  informs  all  Wr 
care  to  read  it  that  "lemon  and  oranj 
juice  and  the  juice  of  the  peel  of  the: 
fruits  are  irritating  to  the  skin.  Withoi! 
proper  precautions  'acid  holes'  and  derm, 
titis  are  very  likely  to  occur  and  are  difficul 
to  cure  before  the  season  is  over.  This  ri; 
can  be  largely  reduced  by  the  preventr 
measures  described  below  . .  .  Anyone  e 
gaged  in  peeling  oranges  or  lemons  (ai 
for  most  of  us  the  opportunity  would  1 
a  fine  thing)  should  before  work  (a)  covl 
all  cuts  and  scratches  on  the  hands  ai 
arms  with  waterproof  plaster,  (b)  apply  ; 
ointment  or  olive  oil, to  the  skin.  Duri: 
wf»rk,  if  the  skin  is  broken,  bathing  wi 
an  aqueous  solution  of  sodium  bicarbona  1 
(1  in  20)  is  recommended;  while  aft  6 
work,  having  washed  in  soap  and  wati 
the  parts  affected  should  again  be  anoint 
with  ointment  or  olive  oil. 

Formula  Given 

As  olive  oil  in  chemists'  shops  is  alnu 
as  scarce  as  oranges  and  lemons  in  gret 
grocers',  should  perchance  a  request  for 
be  received  chemists  will  no  doubt  pre 
to   supply   the"  ointment.

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OST-WAR  DEVELOPMENT  OF  PHARMACY 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  an  address  given  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh 
Chemists',  Assistants'  and  Apprentices  Association  by  Mr.  C.  G.  Drummond,  M.P.S. 


e    whole    question    is    complex  and 
nprehensive  in  character,  as  there  are 
many  factors,  external  and  internal,  all 
zing  a  profound  effect  on  the  future, 
y  proposals  must  be  formulated  on  the 
e  foundation  of  what  is  best  for  a  compre- 
isive  medical  service  which  will  give  to 
people  of  the  country  a  satisfactory, 
rkable  health  scheme.

flfttes  on  to  say  that  "neither  of  these 
^■itions  appears  capable  of  fulfilment 
wjlin  the  framework  of  private  medical 
ar;|pharmaceutical  practice,  whereas  they 


can  readily  be  fulfilled  within  the  framework 
of  a  comprehensive  public  health  service. 
There  may  be  different  forms  of  public 
health  service  in  which  these  conditions  can 
equally  well  be  satisfied,  and  which  of  these 
forms  should  be  adopted  cannot  be  decided 
by  pharmacy  alone,  nor  is  it  vitally  con- 
cerned which  of  them  should  be  adopted." 
In  other  words,  it  is  the  position  of  the 
pharmacist  as  such  which  is  the  important 
one,  no  matter  how  he  may  be  employed. 

Qualification  the  Hall-mark  • 

The  qualification  is  the  hall-mark.  Natur- 
ally the  Government  and  its  ministries  and 
departments  will  have  some  considerable 
say  in  the  shaping  of  such  services  as  have 
been  promised  and  it  is  necessary  to 
examine  the  position  from  that  angle.  It 
becomes  clear  that  the  conducting  of 
medical  practice  from  individual  surgeries, 
in  the  cities  at  least,  is  recognised  as  having 
served  its  day.  Group  practice  and  the 
health  centre  are  generally  accepted.  All 
sections  in  the  British  Medical  Association's 
Planning  Commission,  as  shown  in  the 
Interim  Report,  have  endorsed  that  position 
and  practically  all  medical  planners  are 
agreed  as  to  its  necessity,  though  they  may, 
and  do,  vary  in  their  notions  as  to  what 
constitutes  a  health  centre.  The  Govern- 
ment for  their  part  appear  to  be  founding 
on  an  extension  of  the  present  N.H.I, 
service  to  cover  probably  go  to  95  per  cent, 
of  the  population,  and  to  have  medical 
attention  provided  both  at  the  health 
centre  and  at  the  homes  of  the  patients. 
This  seems  a  fairly  safe  assumption  as  a  first 
step,  and  no  doubt  the  machinery  is  being 
set  up  now  for  that  contingency. 

An  Inexpensive  Service 

There  are  several  factors  which  will 
determine  the  attitude  of  the  Government 
towards  such  a  step  being  taken.  There  is, 
for  example,  the  fact  that  the  N.H.I,  scheme 
has  been  running  for  thirty  years  and  could 
be  readily  adapted  or  extended  to  deal  with 
just  such  an  expansion.  The  second  point 
which  a  post-war  Government  may  be 
expected  to  watch  very  closely  is  the 
financial  aspect.  Money  is  not  likely  to  be 
spent,  at  least  in  the  early  stages,  on 
methods  which  have  never  been  tested.  It 
may  be  of  interest  to  inquire  into  the 
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present  cost  of  the  supply  of  drugs  and  medi- 
cines by  the  chemists  dispensing  under  N.H.I, 
auspices.  An  examination  of  a  series  of  reports 
reveals  that  for  Scotland  as  a  whole  payments 
to  chemists  average  £ioo  per  annum,  a  sum 
which  includes  both  the  drugs  and  the  dispens- 
ing fees.  This  represents — here  I  am  using 
rough  figures  which  will  be  near  enough  to  illus- 
trate my  point — £2  per  week  per  shop  in  income 
and  may  be  said  to  consist  of  thirty  prescrip- 
tions at  is.  6d.  each.  Dispensing  fees  average 
6d.  per  prescription,  so  that  for  professional 
services  alone  this  service — described  by  the 
Department  in  its  official  report  as  one  showing 
a  high  degree  of  accuracy,  fully  demonstrated 
by  the  results  of  the.  tests  taken  under  drug- 
testing  schemes — this  service  is  provided  to  the 
present  insured  population  for  the  exceedingly 
low  professional  figure  of  15s.  per  week  per  shop. 
It  further  falls  to  be  noted  that  the  chemist 
himself  provides  the  accommodation,  and  heats 
and  cleans  the  premises,  shouldering  in  the  most 
accommodating  manner  the  many  overhead 
charges.  This  is  worth  bearing  in  mind  in 
attempting  to  assess  the  Government  attitude 
as  to  the  future  of  the  service. 

Little  Support  from  B.M.A.  Report 

It  is  quite  evident  from  the  Interim  Report 
of  the  B.M.A.  Planning  Commission  that  not 
much  is  to  be  looked  for  for  pharmacy  in  that 
direction.  Admittedly,  it  would  seem  that  the 
remarks  apply  to  England  rather  than  to  Scot- 
land, but  the  views  expressed  are  significant  in 
tone  and  depressing  in  implication.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  all  that  is  visualised  is  group  practice 
on  the  lines  of  a  large  partnership.  There  are 
other  views  expressed  by  the  supporters  of  a 
whole-time  salaried  service,  but  under  the  head- 
ing "Model  Health  Centre"  the  report  states: 
"Dispensing  might  continue  on  the  present 
N.H.I,  lines  or  be  arranged  at  the  centre."  This 
model  health  centre  would  be  staffed  by  10-12 
doctors.  To  sum  up  what  has  been  touched  on 
in  this  brief  outline,  it  is  obvious  that  there  is. a 
wealth  of  material  to  sift.  One  can  see  much  to 
be  said  for  the  full-time  salaried  service  as 
applied  to  health,  but  it  is  necessary  if  this  is 
to  come  about  to  plan  carefully  for  a  long  time 
ahead.  The  position  of  pharmacy  in  such  a 
scheme  is  not  analogous  to  that  of  medicine. 
It  will  be  readily  recognised  that  it  is  compara- 
tively easy  to  transfer  doctors,  who  are  already 
devoting  all  of  their  time  to  the  practice  of 
medicine  in  one  field,  to  another  in  which  they 
will  still  be  devoting  all  their  energies  to  that 
pursuit.  The  same  can  be  seen  with  dentists 
and  nurses,  whose  working  hours  are  confined 
to  the  discharging  of  their  professional  duties, 
but  it  is  here  that  one  begins  to  strike  complica- 
tions in  the  pharmaceutical  world.  Dispensing, 
the  professional  work  of  the  pharmacist,  is  not 
at  the  present  time  full-time  employment,  nor 
is  it  remunerated  at  a  rate  which,  if  it  were 
full-time,  would  give  that  reasonable  degree  of 
material  well-being  which  .the  Committee  of 
Inquiry  look  upon  as  his  right.  The  question 
must  be  asked  as  to  what  prospect  a  full-time 
salaried  service  offers  to  the  numbers  of  chemists 


on  the  Register.  The  medical  and  health  servi 
generally  may  be  completely  transformed  0 
a  period  of  years  and  the  health  centre  1 
State  service  under  public  health  conditit 
may  yet  become  the  ultimate  position. 

Pharmacist  as  Civil  Servant 

In  the  role  to  be  filled  by  the  pharmacisi 
would  seem  that  his  position  as  a  State  servi 
is  inevitable  and  it  is  only  a  matter  of  degi 
He  would.be  a  civil  servant  so  far  as  his  p 
fessional  services  were  concerned,  whether 
scheme  was  a  full-time  salaried  one  or  mer 
an  extension  of  the  present  N.H.I,  to  co 
practically  100  per  cent,  of  the  population, 
the  latter  case,  all  the  dispensing  would 
carried  out  under  State  auspices,  and  at  St 
rates.    And  an  extension  of  N.H.I,  under 
existing  conditions  would  make  it  still  m 
imperative  to  secure  an  adequate  reward 
the  services  rendered.    Just  now,  it  is  tot£ 
inadequate  and  a  case  must  be  prepared 
experts  to  extort — that  is  the  only  word — bel 
terms. 

There  is  no  need  for  modesty  as  to  the  p 
pharmacy  has  to  play.  One  thing  we  can 
sure  of,  and  that  is  that  the  pharmacist 
something  to  give  under  all  conditions  < 
under  any  system.  He  is  skilled  in  the  exen 
of  his  craft.  He  is  qualified  by  examinaf; 
comparable  with  the  most  severe  of  professio 
examinations.  He  fills  a  position  in  the  hea 
services  of  the  nation  which  is  quite  a  sepal 
and  distinct  one.  He  is  the  only  person  qualil 
by  examination  to  dispense  medicines.  H< 
as  necessary  to  the  community  as  the  docl 
the  architect  and  the  skilled  engineer.  In  ot 
words,  whatever  happens,  the  pharmacist  is 
asset  to  the  nation — he  has  a  specialised  funct 
and  is  fitted  to  take  his  rightful  place  as 
integral  part  of  a  comprehensive  health  schei 
But  this  position  will  not  come  of  itself.  PI 
macy,  besides  planning  for  itself  and  figh< 
for  its  proper  recognition,  must  lose  no  opi 
tunity  of  attaining  representation  on  the  p] 
ning  commissions  of  the  health  services.  ] 
separate  function  demands  it.  Later,  perman 
representation  of  an  active  nature  must' 
sought  on  health  committees,  regional  < 
national,  and  consultation  on  all  matters  affl 
ing  pharmacy  must  be  insisted  upon.  ! 

Co-operation  with  B.M.A.  Committees 

Mr.  Beattie  thought  pharmacy  should 
hand  in  hand  with  the  medical  profession ;  ev 
Branch  of  the  Society  should  offer  full  co-opc 
tion  to  local  B.M.A.  Planning  Committees 
order  that  our  interests  should  be 'kept  in  vi 
and  also  for  guidance  to  these  Committees.

It  was  also  agreed  that  dispensing 
was  going  to  be  done  on  one  of  two  methods, 
either  by  a  full-time  State  service  or  by  an  exten- 
sion of  N.H.I.  He  believed  that,  starting  from 
scratch,  it  would  be  done  by  a  full-time  State 
medical  service  with  a  health  centre,  but  that 
certainly  would  not  be  an  easy  matter  at  this 
time.  They  had  about  24,000  pharmacists  in 
the  country  at  the  present  time  who  were  doing 
most  of  the  dispensing  plus  the  sale  of  all  toilets, 
cosmetics,  etc.  If  the  duty  of  the  pharmacist 
was  going  to  be  confined  solely  to  the  dispensing 
of  medicines  what  was  going  to  happen  to,  say, 
the  12,000  left  over?  As  at  the  present  time 
entries  into  pharmacy  were  becoming  less,  the 
number  of  pharmacists  would  obviously  become 
less.  The  time  might  come  when  there  would 
not  be  sufficient  pharmacists  to  do  the  dispens- 
ing and  the  selling  of  proprietaries,  etc.,  and 
that  would  lead  to  the  necessity  of  having  a 
full-time  State  service.  Even  if  they  started  at 
present  with  an  extension  of  the  N.H.I,  system 
they  might  in  years  to  come,  if  the  entries  into 
pharmacy  did  not  increase,  be  forced  into  a 
full-time  service. 

Fate  of  Invested  Capital 

Mr.  Beattie  said  he  would  like  to  know  what 
would  happen  to  the  capital  invested  in  retail 
pharmacy  at  the  moment.  He  doubted  very 
much  if  those  brought  up  in  the  traditions  of 
Scotland  were  going  to  swallow  a  State  medical 
service. 

Dr.  Tait  said  he  did  not  think  this  was  the 
time  for  putting  forward  resolutions  or  trying  to 
force  a  meeting  on  certain  lines.  He  thought 
they  should  thank  Mr.  Beattie  for  arranging  this 
meeting  and  procuring  Mr.  Drummond  as  a 
speaker. 

Mr.  P.  Nisbet  hoped  that  the  Secretary  of 
State  would  come  round  to  the  view  that  the 
best  plan  might  be  to  extend  the  N.H.I,  service. 
He  agreed  that  they  should  work  with  the  medi- 
cal men.  He  was  up  against  clinics  because  of 
the  supplying  of  medicines  from  these  places. 
Most  of  the  medicine  should  be  supplied  through 
the  chemists'  shops.  Under  a  new  N.H.I, 
scheme  private  practice  would  disappear.

Although  reports  from  most  sections  of 
the  London  drug  and  chemical  markets 
indicate  a  rather  quiet  week,  turnover  has 
been  maintained  at  about  its  recent  dimen- 
sions. The  supply  situation  as  a  whole 
shows  few  new  features,  with  the  position 
of  some  crude  drugs  becoming  acute. in  the 
absence  of  replacements.  Prices  generally 
show  a  firmer  tendency  due  to  limited  sup- 
plies rather  than  to  keen  demand.  In 
Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  there  is  little 
to  comment  on,  requests  having  been  aver- 
age with  values  mainly  unchanged. 

Crude  Drugs 

In  this  section  business  has  been  practi- 
cally confined  to  filling  routine  orders  re- 
ceived from  the  home  consuming  trades, 
but  the  total  volume  involved  is  not  large. 
Prices  are  all  steady  to  firm,  with  few  signi- 
ficant movements  in  values.  Little  of  inter- 
est has  occurred  in  Aloes  except  that  some 
Curacao  is  reported  offered  on  spot.  No 
change  is  noted  in  the  supply  or  price  posi- 
tions of  Antimony.  Most  varieties  of  Bal- 
sams are  scarce.  Benzoin  is  firm  and  in 
good  request,  but  stocks  are  diminishing  and 
cannot  be  replenished.  Some  new  parcels 
of  Buchu  leaves  are  reported  on  the  way. 
Cloves  are  steady  on  spot  at  last-quoted 
figure*  Very  little  sound  Ergot  appears 
to  be  offering.  Stocks  of  Gum  acacia  are 
low  at  present,  and  request  is  considerable. 
Very  firm  conditions  obtain  for  Ipecacu- 
anha. Exceptionally  good  demand  has 
been  received  for  Menthol  and  higher 
prices  are  now  indicated.  Pimento  is  steady 
at  the  price  quoted  last  week.  Supplies  of 
both  rough-round  and  Shensi  Rhubarb  are 
available  on  spot.  A  few  minor  price  move- 
ments have  occurred  in  Seeds,  due  to 
changes  in  demand.  It  is  understood  that 
import  licences  are  not  being  issued  for 
Alexandrian  Senna  pods.  Tragacanth  is 
an  active  market  but  no  price  changes  are 
reported.  Turmeric  is  quiet.  Waxes 
v  remain  firm  but  without  quotable  changes 
in  price. 

Essential  Oils 

Price  changes  in  essential  oils  have  been 
few  but  one  or  two  advances  have  been 
notified  in  fixed  oils.     Business  generally

Trade  Price. — This  is  the  figure  nor- 
ally  paid  by  the  chemist  for  lots  of  one 
pzen,  or,  where  no  such  figure  can  be 
ven,    the    "notional"    wholesale  price 


accepted  by  the  Customs  and  Excise 
authorities  as  the  basis  on  which  to  calcu- 
late purchase  price.  No  account  is  taken 
of  reduced  rates  for  larger  quantities,  or 
of  special  terms  accompanied  by  display 
conditions.  On  the  other  hand,  the  prices 
of  many  proprietaries  when  bought  singly 
may  be  above  the  list  rate  quoted. 

Inclusive  Retail  Price. — For  items  on  the 
protected  list  of  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association  the  retail  figure  given  is 
the  fixed  price  below  which  the  item  may 
not  be  sold.  Of  certain  other  proprietaries 
the  retail  price  may  have  been  the  subject 
of  agreement  between  the  makers  and  the 
Central  Price  Regulation  Committee.  In 
all  other  instances  the  figure  is  a  suggested 
price  and  subject  to  modification  by  the 
retailer  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Prices  of  Goods  Acts.
